Drastic as the shifts from civilian

APPRENTICESHIP 
TRAINING HERE 


Speaking at the graduating exer- 
cises of the boys’ division of the 
Berkeley high school recently, Wil- 
liam Logue, field representative, 
federal committee on apprentice 
training, said: 


“In all of the skilled trades there 
is opportunity for the nation’s 
youth to obtain training which will 
equip them for a lifetime of indus- 
trial activity and which will so 
remunerate them as to guarantee 
them a standard of living in keep- 
ing with the American way of life. 
This process of training for the 
purpose of becoming a thoroughly 
skilled craftsman is known as ap- 
prenticeship. Apprenticeship is a 
matter of vital importance to in- 
dustry —to employer and employee 
alike, but one which has in many 
instances received insufficient 
recognition. However, your gov- 
ernment recognizing the need for a 
planned program to assure an ade- 
quate supply of thoroughly skilled 
mechanics and tradesmen for the 
future, created the apprenticeship 
section of the United States depart- 
ment of labor to assist manage- 
ment and labor in _ establishing 
planned programs for the purpose 
of proper development of these 
essential craftsmen. 


“Because of the immediate need 
for production, many thousands of 
skilled men are required at once. 
Because apprenticeship is a process 
consuming from two to six years, 
we have not the time to develop 
these skilled mechanics through 
this method. It is, therefore, neces- 
sary to immediately train these 
needed men to a high degree of 
skill in one or two particular op- 
erations. As such, these men be- 
come production workers and for 
the time being receive reasonably 
high wages. This sort of program 
is necessary to win the war. 

“On the job the apprentice learns 
how to perform the work. In the 
classroom he learns why he does 
it.”” 


Logue is a member of the jour- 
neymen- plumbers’ international 
union and a vice president of the 
state association.

Rescue squads will be identified 
by a red ladder in white triangle 
set in blue circle. 


There are many phases to rescue 
work in modern warfare. An “all 
clear” signal after an air raid may 
find civilians trapped in debris, 
shelters, flooded cellars, or exposed 
to danger from broken gas and 
water mains or unprotected electric 
wiring. Rescue parties must be 
ready to go into action at all times 
to extricate them. 

Each squad usually consists of 
about 10 men, equipped with suit- 
able protective clothing and neces- 
sary equipment. 

The wearing of this insigne is 
limited to workers enrolled in the 
rescue squads in the civilian de- 
fense organization.

A MESSAGE TO THE FARMERS 


An important message to the American farmer ‘‘from his best 
customer” has just been issued by the American Federation of 
Labor in pamphlet form. It says, in part: 

“You grow it—we buy it. 

“We make it—you use it. 

“Your interests as farmers, our interests as industrial work- 
ers, are the same. We are working for each other, but right 
now we are working for America first of all, because our| 
country is at war. 

“New laws won't win this war—hard work will. The farm- 
ers and industrial workers of America are the ones who have to 
do the work—and we will do it with our hearts and all our 
strength until victory is won.” 

The pamphlet pledges the help of the AFL to the farmers in 
securing a fair price for crops and also makes the following | 
reference to the organization of farmers: 

“The American Federation of Labor does not—and will not | 
—organize farmers into trade unions. No move in this direction 
has our sympathy or support. We respect the right of farmers | 
to join their own farm organizations to protect their economic 
interests.” 

The ABL is anxious to get this pamphlet into the hands of as 
many farmers as possible. All central labor unions and state 
federations of labor are urged to help in distributing them.
